A Leander man and his companion were 
charged F riday with possession and delivery of 
about a ton of marijuana after they were 
arrested in Austin early that morning by n ar­ 
cotics agents from that city's police depart­ 
ment and federal and state agencies. 
Thomas Lee Bowen. 28. of Rt 2. Leander, 
and John Dennis Dawson. 27. of 4418 Barrow in 
Austin, were in the Austin City Jail Friday 
afternoon awaiting transfer to Travis County 
Jail Each man was charged with one count of 
possession of marijuana and one count of 
delivery of the drug Bond for each was set at a 
total of $45,000. 
LT. BOBBY SIMPSON of the Austin Police 
Department s Organized Crime Division told 
The SUN that Bowen and Dawson w ere 
arrested about 12:30 a rn Friday in the 4200 
block of Airport Blvd. 
Police reports said the two were taken into 
custody after they attem pted to sell I 400 
pounds of marijuana to undercover narcotics 
age 'j. 
Police said they later found another 600 
pounds of the substance when they executed a 
search w arrant in the Manor area. 
Simpson quoted reports as saving the two 
men offered no resistance when they were 
arrested He said the investigation and com ple­ 
tion of the case were a joint effort between the 
Organized Crime division of the APD. the N ar­ 
cotics Division of the State Department of 
Public Safety, and the federal Drug Enforce­ 
ment Administration 
ACCORDING TO the reports, said Simpson, 
the two men attem pted to sell the 1,400 pounds 
of m arijuana for $1 IO per pound, or $154,000. £ t 
that price an entire ton would bring $220,000.

the origin of the substance. “ It looks like a 
good grade of m arijuana.”

The Williamson County arm of the federal 
swine flu program got jabbed again last Thurs­ 
day. as federal health officials once again tem ­ 
porarily halted the program to investigate 
possible dangerous effects of the vaccine 
Swine flu inoculations have been stopped for 
two weeks while a possible connection between 
the vaccine and a generally nonfatal but 
sometimes paralytic disease called Guillain- 
Barre syndrome is investigated 
THIS LATEST SETBACK to the federal 
program is only a precautionary m easure 
because no link between the flu shots and the 
disease has been found 
After giving nearly 10.000 flu shots in 
Williamson County, the health department 
here has had no reports of any unexpected 
adverse reactions, said health department of­ 
ficial Diane Sansom. “ We have had a few 
reports of chills, lever or sore arm s, but these 
were expected reactions that evervone given a 


flu shot was warned about ”

Wesleyan breaks new ground 


It s full steam ahead for the new Wesleyan nursing 
home. now under construction near the intersection of 
Leander road and IS-35, at the south edge of town. 
Interestingly, the nursing home is full, or nearly so. 
of patients even as the ground is broken. Transfers 
from the Wesleyan, on University Avenue, will occupy 
it in the initial days of its completion. Operating under 
a contract with the State Department of Public 
Welfare, success of the new institution is as assured as 
any new undertaking could reasonably assumed to be. 
BUT, WHAT ABOUT the Wesleyan, minus about 90 
residents? Does it face a rocky future? 
The directors and the administration are confident 
that it does not. Several hundred applications for ad­ 
mittance are on file and Wesleyan people are confident 
the beautiful retirement home will be utilized to the 
limit of its ability to serve, for the first time actually. 
as a retirement home. 
The Wesleyan was conceived, as many will 
remember, as a retirement institution, a place for peo­ 
ple who were still active and in good health, to enjoy 
life without many of the burdensome duties associated 
with living in a house or even in an apartment. 
However, the Wesleyan concept was years ahead of its 
time and had to be abandoned. Nursing-type patients 
were admitted and the Wesleyan served, majestically, 
but not exactly as it had planned. 
Now it will try again. It will offer itself and its ser­ 
vices to people who want to shed duties around home, 
who want to escape the loneliness of living alone, who 
need companionship and planned activities, all of 
which the Wesleyan offers. 
GEORGETOWN IS FORTUNATE indeed that the 
Wesleyan directors decided to build here. When the 
nursing home goes into service the annual operating 
budget will exceed $1,500,000. no small item in our 
economy. But even better, we have the satisfaction of 
knowing that the Wesleyan is bringing comfort, health 
and contentment to many, many people who need 
those things and might otherwise not be finding them 
A good man quits 


We don t know why D. J. Walker quit his job in the 
sheriff's department, but we ll say one thing loud and 
clear — he was a doggone good man and the county is 
poorer for not having him on its law enforcement 
payroll. 


WE’VE WATCHED D.J. since his high school days 
when he was an outstanding athlete and we know him 
to be richly endowed in the qualities that a police of­ 
ficer should possess. Any resume of Walker should 
contain such phrases of “A family man. . .faithful to 
his trust. . .totally honest and honorable. . .deeply con­ 
cerned with his job and personal performance."

Grambling University's football games 
normally fail into two categories “home’’ 
and “away 
But neither designation told 
die story of the Tigers' 1976 opener, which 
was truly a far, far away" contest - some 
6.000 miles from Louisiana home turf as the 
jumbo jet flies. 
Landing in Tokyo after a 13-hour flight, 
Grambling met Morgan State (of Maryland) 
in the first regular-season American college 
football game ever played outside the West­ 
ern Hemisphere. 
The football rivalry between the pre­ 
dominantly black schools attracted a Capac 
ity crowd to Korakuen Stadium, the 50,000- 
seat home of the popular Yomiuri Giants 
baseball team. 
And this was not an isolated instance of 
U.S. football in Japan. 
Last January two American college all 
star squads drew more than 60,000 specta­ 


tors in the lirst annual Japan Bowl And last 
.summer the National Football League’s St. 
Louu C animals and San Diego Chargers 
met in the league s first exhibition game 
ever played in Japan A crowd of 38.000 
paid up to $26.50 to watch the NFL game in 
mists ram — too few spectators, however. 
to prevent promoter Frank Takahashi of 
Ixis Angeles from losing nearly half a mil­ 
lion dollars rn the deal 
Yet, despite that setback, football, defi­ 
nitely a seedling in Japan’s cultural soil, 
seems to be taking root. 
More American teams are being invited 
play in Japan, department stores are 
doing a big business in NFL merchandise: 
highlight films of American college and pro 
games appear on Japanese television sev­ 
eral times a week; two magazines. Touch­ 
down and American Football, devoted ex­ 
clusively to the game are on sale; and the 


to 


number of football teams at Japanese col­ 
leges continues to increase 
“In IO to 20 years we expect Japanese 
football to be as popular and as good as 
Japanese baseball," says George Tottori, a 
director of the American Football Associ­ 
ation of Japan 
So far Japan has few knowledgeable fol­ 
lowers of the game. One person who rates 
as an expeit is Tatsuhiko Mori, perhaps the 
country's most avid football fan. Mort, a 
journalist and promoter, named one of his 
sons “Unitas" after the famous American 
quarterback. Johnny Unitas. For the past 
few years he has made frequent visits to 
the United States to study college football, 
primarily at the Universities of Oklahoma, 
Alabama, and Texas. 
Moil has been such an avid student of the 
Oklahoma football program that one local 
magazine rated him among the Sooners’ top 
IO fans. He has religiously attended prac­ 
tices, film sessions, coaches’ meetings, and 
“chalk talks." 
At present the playing opportunities in 
Japan are limited, with most careers held 
to four years of club-style football in 
college. More than 70 coUeges have teams, 
but fields are generally poor, skill levels 
much below those in the U.S., and atten­ 
dance poor. The better collegians may go 


on to semi-pro leagues, where squads nick­ 
named Sharks, Silver Stars, and Buffaloes 
represent such firms as Toyota Motors and 
Wrangler jeans 
The riot squad of the 
Tokyo police even fields a team. 
The size and skill gaps between Japanese 
and American players have been consid­ 
erable, based on recent results. In 1971, 
Utah State beat the Kanto All-Stars 50-6 and 
the Kansai All-Stars 46-6 
Mori would someday like to see a Japa­ 
nese college team play the Division III U. 
S. champions, potentially the most equitable 
size and skill match-up. 
Football was introduced in Japan by a 
missionary teaching at a Christian univer­ 
sity in 1934. The sport was banned during 
World War II, but eventually reintroduced 
by American occupation forces. 
The public’s fascination for football has 
been heightened by seeing mammoth U.S. 
players in person and witnessing the accom­ 
panying pageantry - marching bands, 
cheerleaders, etc. 
Young people have taken to buying color­ 
ful NFL merchandise with faddish zeal. But 
clothing sales are only part of a multimil- 
lion-dollar football trade, which also in­ 
cludes everything from pencil sharpeners to 
handkerchiefs and alarm clocks - all 
stamped with team emblems

WASHINGTON -- The former 
chairman of the Consumer Prod­ 
uct Safety Commission has been 
caught in Washington’s “revolv­ 
ing door” system 
There has always been a 
revolving door between govern­ 
ment and industry. Top execu­ 
tives rotate from industry to 
government to industry- until it s 
hard to tell the corporate execu­ 
tives from the government offi­ 
cials. Many businessmen wind 
up in Washington regulating the 
industries they just left And 
many federal officials go to work 
for companies that benefited 
from their government deci­ 
sions. 
The revolving door needs to be 
watched all the more closely 
during a political changeover 
With the Democrats coming into 
government and the Repubicans 
going out, the door is really 
beginning to spin For example. 
Richard Simpson, former chair­ 
man of the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission, got out of 
government before the post-elec­ 
tion rush. His duties in that job 
put hun in charge of setting 
safety standards for consumer 
products. 
But Simpson exited govern­ 
ment via the revolving door. He 
has now turned up as a paid con­ 
sultant for two groups that set in 
dustnal standards, the Ameri­ 
can National Standards Institute 
and the American Society for 
Testing Materials. Thev serve 


many businesses that are regul­ 
ated by the commission that 
Simpson used to head 
Simpson told us that he doesn t 
see anything wrong with his new 
affiliations. He pointed out that 
the two groups aren’t manufac­ 
turers, although many of their 
members are regulated by his 
former commission. 
It is illegal for a government 
regulator to take a job in the in­ 
dustry he was regulating for at 
least a year after leaving 
governm ent. The case of 
Richard Simpson's passage 
through Washington’s revolving 
door, therefore, has been quietly- 
submitted to the Justice Depart­ 
ment for investigation. 
Nevertheless, the revolving 
door is still spinning, and all too 
often, the public interest gets lost 
rn the shuffle. 
FBI Cleanup: There is a 
need for the press to occupy an 
adversary role in Washington 
But we also like to report some 
pleasant news. Lately, the press 
has been knocking FBI Chief 
Clarence Kelley and we’ve dont- 
our share. We reported, for ex­ 
ample. that Kelley had accepted 
a luxury weekend rn New York 
City as the guest of an insurance 
company doing business with the 
FBI. 
But Kelley also deserves some 
praise. He has brought an open­ 
ness to the FBI that has been 
missing in the past. He has 
refused to cover FBI mistakes 
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and has ordered his press office 
to acknowledge FBI errors, past 
and present. 
Kelley has also ended the 
statistics games that the FBI 
used to play. 1116 FBI made itself 
look good by concentrating on 
easy-to-solve cases. Kelley no 
longer permits this. The number 
of investigative cases has drop­ 
ped. therefore, from 700.000 to 
550.000 a year. But they are all 
legitimate cases. 
Safety Hazard: The ordinary 
street light may be a health 
hazard. Investigators have dis­ 
covered that the lamps emit 
ultraviolet radiation when their 
outer glass casing i3 broken. 
Overexposure may cause severe 
bums and skin tumors. 
More than IOO street-lamp 
bums have been reported in re­ 
cent months. But experts believe 
many people have been overex­ 
posed to broken street lights 
without realizing it. 
Food and Drug Adminis­ 


tration has proposed new 
safeguards. But enforcement is 
voluntary . Reps. John Moss (D.- 
Calif.) and Toby Moffit (D.-Conn.) 
have complained to the Food 
and Drug Administration. They 
want mandatory- standards. 
New Brooms: The House 
Democrats surprised just about 
everyone last week by choosing 
Texas Rep Jim Wright as their 
new leader. 
Most observers had expected 
either California’s Philip Burton 
or Missouri’s Richard Bolling to 
be the new majority leader 


B u l in an agonizingly close 
election, the moderate Wright 
won out. His victory will help 
place the new- speaker of the 
house. Massachusetts' "Tip " 
O’Neill, rn firm control of the 
House Democratic majority. 
Burton and Bolling are both 
reformers who might have given 
O’Neill stiff competition 
But Wright is a mild-man­ 
nered legislator who will proba­ 


bly go along with the wishes of 
the political establishment. 
However, his election could be 
bad news for Carter’s transition 
team. The reform-minded Bur­ 
ton would have gene along with 
Carter’s ideas on bureaucratic 
reorganization. But Wright is 
more likely to fight any serious 
attempt at shaking up the status 
quo. 
Intelligence Squabble: Last 
year, many of the secret ac­ 
tivities of the CIA and other in­ 
telligence agencies were ex­ 
posed to the glaring publicity of 
a congressional investigation. 
The CIA got off with an official 
slap on the wrist In recent 
months, the scandal has faded 
from the headlines. 
But we’ve discovered that a 
serious split has developed with­ 
in the super-secret intelligence 
agencies. The fight is over 
foreign policy. 
On one side of the rift is a new 
breed of cold warriors. The in­ 


telligence hard-liners see the 
Soviet Union as increasingly 
more hostile. The Soviets, ac­ 
cording to these worried in­ 
telligence analysts, are in­ 
terested only in confronting the 
United States at every oppor­ 
tunity. 
But not all intelligence experts 
agree with this dire assessment. 
In fact, behind-the-scenes, many 
intelligence observers are taking 
a more moderate view of the 
Soviet position. According to the 
moderate camp, the Soviets are 
cautious and suspicious, but not 
overtly hostile. 
Both groups are pushing their 
views hard. The moderates in 
the intelligence community are' 
working overtim e to catch 
President-elect Jimmy Carter s 
attention. 
As one high-level intelligence 
source told us “Jimmy Carter’s 
job will be to walk that thin line 
and to find the truth "

Time for planting trees, shrubs 


Although most people shun 
the outdoors when cold weather 
arrives, that s the best time to 
add winter hardy trees and 
shrubs to the home landscape. 
says a Texas Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service landscape hor­ 
ticulturist. 
“Texas weather allows trees 
and shrubs to set out good root 
systems in the colder months " 
points out Dr. William Welch 
This allows the plants set out 
in the fall and winter to better 
withstand summ er drought 
than those set out in the 
spring.” 


The main concern when set­ 
ting out trees and shrubs in the 
winter is to keep them watered 
to avoid damage during freez­ 
ing weather. This is especially 
true for evergreens which have 


a tendency to dry out or con­ 
tract leaf burn, warns Welch. 
The h o rtic u ltu ris t also 
suggests that 
newly planted 
trees and shrubs be staked 
firm ly to prevent damage from 
high winds 
“ New plants should not be 
fertilized until after the first 
growing season A good mulch 
of hay. dried grass clippings or 
leaves will help protect the root 
s y s te m 
fro m 
e x tr e m e 
temperature changes and will 
help retain moisture." explains 
the horticulturist. 


Nurseries are beginning to 
get in good supplies of trees and 
shrubs, so W elch ad vises 
homeowners 
to start con­ 
sidering additions 
to the 
landscape in the weeks ahead.

The price of electricity 
must continue to go up. 


Texas Power & Light wants 
its customers to know why. 


Since TP&L began operation almost 65 years 
ago, providing dependable electric service at 
a fair price has been a constant aim. 


One measure of accomplishment of this aim 
is the fact that today, the average price of 
each kilowatt-hour of electricity supplied to 
residential customers is about the same as it 
was in 1951. 


In 1963 and 1965, TP&L made the eleventh 
and twelfth general reductions in the price 
since it began operation. The average price 
of residential electricity dropped from about 
4 cents per kilowatt-hour in 1951 to about 2 
cents per kilowatt-hour in 1971.

Folklore.” 
The Reformation changed St. 
Nicholas as it did many other 
a s p e c t s 
of 
D e c e m b e r 
celeb ration s. 
Ju s t as the 
Roman Catholics did not want 
to credit any Saturnalian spirit 
with the mid-winter dispensa­ 
tion of gifts, the Protestants did 
not want to credit any Roman 
Catholic saint with gift giving. 
Thus, a more secular figure 
came on the scene known as 
Fath er Christm as or Papa 
Noel. 
IN T H E N E W W O RLD , the 
Dutch Sinterklass gradually 
became anglicized into Santa 
Claus. He lost the title and 
robes of a bishop in the church 


and his visit on December 5 was 
changed to Christmas Eve. The 
red and white color of his 
bishop's 
vestim ents were 
retained, however, and incor­ 


porated into the costume of 
Father Christmas. 
The final stroke in transfor­ 
ming a lean, tall, straight 
Bishop of Myra into the rolly- 
poll.v elf who today goes sliding 
down chimneys all over the 
country was probably the poem, 
"An Account of a Visit from St. 
Nicholas.” 
popularly called 
“The Night Before Christmas,” 
believed to be written by Dr 
Clement Clarke Moore. 
Through all the changes from 
lean to round, bishop to elf, St.

New school bond proposal coming up for Leander

STARTING action on these 
I needs, 
the board authorized 
Superintendent Joe Ward to 
prepare and present a proposal 
for the bond issue. 
Cost estimates were $55,000 
for the Leander Elementary 
School roof and $150,000 for the 
Leander campus sewage treat­ 
ment plant. The number of por­ 
table buildings that will be 
heeded is not yet known. 
School board member Jim 
Moore expressed special con­ 
cern 
for the p o ten tially 
dangerous septic situation. 
TA LK IN G about expected 
overcrowding 
at 
Faubian 
elementary school next year. 
Moore said the situation would 


be “ something te rrib le .” 
Trustees discussed permanent 
additions but decided to plan on 
portable buildings to ease the 
crowding next year 
Superintendent 
Ward 
was 
also authorized to prepare a 
long range plan for the school 
district's future needs. 
In other business, the board 
voted to spend about $2,500 to 
add a 150x10 foot drain field to 
the septic tank connected to the 
field house to alleviate the ex­ 
cessive burden on the showers. 
An emergency situation was 
declared so that repairs could 
be made faster. In an emergen­ 
cy situation, the school district 
is not required to accept bids 
for the work before deciding on 
who will make the repairs. 
Business manager John Thur­ 
man said the district already 
has money for the repairs 
allocated The $2,500 will go for 
materials and the labor will be 
supplied bv the district. 
Presently the drain field has 
to be pumped out every day. 
which would cost about $8,350 to

Ton of pot lands two in tank 


A Leander man and his companion were 
charged Friday with possession and delivery of 
about a ton of marijuana after they were 
arrested in Austin early that morning by nar­ 
cotics agents from that city's police depart­ 
ment and federal and state agencies. 
Thomas Lee Bowen. 28. of Rt 2. Leander, 
and John Dennis Dawson. 27. of 4418 Barrow in 
Austin, were in the Austin City Jail Friday 
afternoon awaiting transfer to Travis County 
Jail. Fach man was charged with one count of 
possession of marijuana and one count of 
delivery of the drug Bond for each was set at a 
total of $45,000 


FT. BOBBY SIMPSON of the Austin Police 
Department s Organized ('rime Division told 
The SUN that Bowen and Dawson were 
arrested about 12:30 a rn Friday in the 4200 
block of Airport Blvd. 
Police reports said the two were taken into 
custody after they attempted to sell I 400 
pounds of marijuana to undercover narcotics 
age ' 
Police said they later found another 600 
pounds of the substance when they executed a 
search warrant in the Manor area. 
Simpson quoted reports as saying the two 
men offered no resistance when they were 
arrested He said the investigation and comple­ 
tion of the case were a joint effort between the

X: Positively limited to those who can han­ 
dle explosive ideas This sermon really “ socks 
it to 'em!"

Those leaving before the benediction murmur. 
"Shocking" or “ What poor taste!" Indicates 
that the minister has his suitcase handy.

Several hundred applications for ad­ 
mittance are on file and Wesleyan people are confident 
the beautiful retirem ent home will be utilized to the 
limit of its ability to serve, for the first time actually. 
as a retirement home. 
The W esleyan was conceived, as many will 
remember, as a retirem ent institution, a place for peo­ 
ple who were still active and in good health, to enjoy 
life without many of the burdensome duties associated 
with living in a house or even in an apartment. 
However, the Wesleyan concept was years ahead of its 
time and had to be abandoned Nursing-type patients 
were admitted and the Wesleyan served, m ajestically, 
but not exactly as it had planned. 
Now it will try again It will offer itself and its ser­ 
vices to people who want to shed duties around home. 
who want to escape the loneliness of living alone, who 
need companionship and planned activities, all of 
which the Wesleyan offers. 
GEORGETOWN IS FORTUNATE indeed that the 
Wesleyan directors decided to build here When the 
nursing home goes into service the annual operating 
budget will exceed $1,500,000. no small item in our 
economy. But even better, we have the satisfaction of 
knowing that the Wesleyan is bringing comfort, health 
and contentment to many. many people who need 
those things and might otherwise not be finding them

Football scoring big In Japan

brambling University’s football games 
normally fall into two categories 
“home" 
and 
away 
But neither designation told 
the story of the Tigers’ 1976 opener, which 
was truly a far, far away" contest - some 
6.000 miles from Louisiana home turf as the 
jumbo jet flies 
Landing in Tokyo after a 13-hour flight. 
(.rambling met Morgan State (of Maryland) 
in the first regular-season A rn en can college 
football game ever played outside the West­ 
ern Hemisphere 
The football rivalry between the pre­ 
dominantly black schools attracted a capac­ 
ity crowd to Korakuen Stadium, the 50.000- 
seat home of the popular Yomiun Giants 
baseball team. 
And this was not an isolated instance of 
U.S. football in Japan. 
Last January two American college all- 
star squads drew more than 60,000 specta­ 


tors in the Mrs! annual Japan Bowl And last 
summer the National Football League s St. 
Louu ( ardinais and San Diego Chargers 
met in the league s first exhibition game 
ever played in Japan A crowd of 38,000 
paid up to $26.50 to watch the NFL game in 
mist) rain - too few spectators, however. 
to prevent promoter Frank Takahashi of 
Ix)s Angeles from losing nearly half a mil­ 
lion dollars in the deal 
Yet. despite that setback, football, defi­ 
nitely a seedling in Japan’s cultural soil, 
seems to be taking root 
More American teams are being invited 
to play in Japan; department stores are 
doing a big business in NFL merchandise, 
highlight films of American college and pro 
games appear on Japanese television sev­ 
eral times a week, two magazines. Touch­ 
down and American Football, devoted ex­ 
clusively to the game are on sale; and the 


number of football teams at Japanese col­ 
leges continues to increase 
"In IO to 20 years we expect Japanese 
football to be as popular and as good as 
Japanese baseball,” says George Tottori, a 
director of the American Football Associ­ 
ation of Japan 
So far Japan has few knowledgeable fol­ 
lowers of the game One person who rates 
as an expeit is Tatsuhiko Mori, perhaps the 
country's most avid football fan Mori, a 
journalist and promoter, named one of his 
sons "Unitas" after the famous American 
quarterback. Johnny Unitas. For the past 
few years he has made frequent visits to 
the United States to study college football, 
primarily at the Universities of Oklahoma. 
Alabama, and Texas 
Mori has been such an avid student of the 
Oklahoma football program that one local 
magazine rated him among the Sooners’ top 
IO fans He has religiously attended prac­ 
tices. film sessions, coaches’ meetings, and 
"chalk talks.” 
At present the playing opportunities in 
Japan are limited, with most careers held 
to four years of club-style football in 
college More than 70 colleges have teams, 
but fields are generally poor. skill levels 
much below those in the U.S., and atten­ 
dance poor. The better collegians may go 


on to semi pro leagues, where squads nick­ 
named Sharks, Silver Stars, and Buffaloes 
represent such firms as Toyota Motors and 
Wrangler jeans 
The riot squad of the 
Tokyo police even fields a team 
The size and skill gaps between Japanese 
and American players have been consid­ 
erable, based on recent results. In 1971, 
Utah State beat the Kanto All-Stars 50-6 and 
the Kansai All-Stars 46-6 
Mon would someday like to see a Japa­ 
nese college team play the Division III U. 
S. champions, potentially the most equitable 
size and skill match-up 
Football was introduced in Japan by a 
missionary teaching at a Christian univer­ 
sity in 1934. The sport was banned dunng 
World War II, but eventually reintroduced 
by American occupation forces. 
The public’s fascination for football has 
been heightened by seeing mammoth U.S. 
players in person and witnessing the accom­ 
panying 
pageantry 
- 
marching 
bands, 
cheerleaders, etc. 
Young people have taken to buying color­ 
ful NFL merchandise with faddish zeal. But 
clothing sales are only part of a multimil- 
lion-dollar football trade, which also in­ 
cludes everything from pencil sharpeners to 
handkerchiefs and alarm 
clocks

stamped with team emblems

WASHINGTON -- The former 
chairm an of the Consumer Prod­ 
uct Safety Commission has been 
caught in Washington’s “revolv­ 
ing door” system 
T here has alw ays been a 
revolving door between govern­ 
ment and industry. Top execu­ 
tives rotate from industry to 
government to industry until its 
hard to tell the corporate execu­ 
tives from the government offi­ 
cials. Many businessmen wind 
up in Washington regulating the 
industries they just left. And 
m any federal officials go to work 
for companies that 
benefited 
from th e ir governm ent d ec i­ 
sions 
The revolving d<x>r needs to bt' 
watched all the more closely 
during a political changeover. 
With the Demix'rats coming into 
government and the Repubicans 
going out. tin* door is really 
beginning to spin For example. 
Richard Simpson, former chair­ 
m an of die Consumer fYoduct 
Safety Commission, gin out of 
gov ernm ent before the past-elec­ 
tion rush. His duties in that job 
put him in charge of setting 
safety standards for consumer 
products. 
But Simpson exited govern­ 
ment via the revolving door. He 
has now turned up as a paid con­ 
sultant for two groups that set in 
dustnal standards, the .Ameri­ 
can National Standards Institute 
and the American Society for 
Testing M aterials They serve 


many businesses that are regul­ 
ated by the commission that 
Simpson used to head 
Simpson told us that he doesn't 
see anything wrong with his new 
affiliations. He pointed out that 
the two groups aren't m anufac­ 
turers. although many of their 
m em bers are regulated by his 
form er commission 
it is illegal for a government 
regulator to take a job in the in­ 
dustry he* was regulating for at 
le ast a y ea r a fte r leav in g 
g o v e rn m e n t. T he c a s e of 
R ic h a rd S im pson's p assag e 
through Washington's revolving 
door, therefore, has been quietly 
submitted to the Justice Depart 
ment for investigation. 
N evertheless, the revolving 
door is still spinning, and all too 
often, the public interest gets lost 
in the shuffle 
FBI C leanup: 
There is a 
need for tile press to occupy an 
adversary role in Washington 
But we also like to report some 
pleasant news. Lately, tilt1 press 
has been knocking FBI Chief 
( larence Kelley and we've done 
mir share We reported, for ex­ 
ample. that Kelley had accepted 
a luxury weekend in New York 
City as t he* guest of an insurance 
com pany doing business with tin1 
FBI 
But Kelley also deserves some 
praise He lias brought an open- 
ness to the FBI that has been 
missing rn the past. He has 
refused to cover FBI mistakes 
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and has ordered his press office 
to acknowledge FBI errors, past 
and present. 
Kelley has also ended the 
statistics gam es that the FBI 
used to play. The FBI m ade itself 
look good by concentrating on 
easy-to-solve cases. Kelley no 
longer permits this. The num ber 
of investigative cases has drop­ 
ped. therefore, from 700.000 to 
550.000 a year. But they are all 
legitim ate cases. 
S afety Hazard: The ordinary 
street light may be a health 
hazard. Investigators have dis­ 
covered that the lamps emit 
ultraviolet radiation when their 
outer glass casing is broken. 
Overexposure may cause severe 
burns and skin tumors. 
M ore than IOO street-lam p 
buras have been reported in re­ 
cent months. But experts believe 
many people have been overex­ 
posed to broken street lights 
without realizing it.

Intelligence Squabble: Last 
year, many of the secret ac­ 
tivities of the CIA and other in­ 
telligence agencies w ere ex­ 
posed to the glaring publicity of 
a congressional investigation. 
The CIA got off with an official 
slap on the w rist In recent 
months, the scandal has faded 
from the headlines. 
But we’ve discovered that a 
serious split has developed with­ 
in the super-secret intelligence 
agencies. The fight is over 
foreign policy. 
On one side of the rift is a new’ 
breed of cold warriors. The in­ 


telligence hard-liners see the 
Soviet Union as increasingly 
more hostile. The Soviets, ac­ 
cording to these worried in­ 
te llig e n c e a n a ly sts, a r e in ­ 
terested only in confronting the 
United States at every oppor­ 
tunity. 
But not all intelligence experts 
agree with this dire assessment 
In fact, behind-the-scenes, many 
intelligence observers are taking 
a more m oderate view of the 
Soviet position According to the 
moderate camp, the Soviets are 
cautious and suspicious, but not 
overtly hostile. 
Both groups are pushing their 
views hard. The m oderates in 
the intelligence community are’ 
w orking o v e rtim e to c a tc h 
President-elect Jim m y Carter's 
attention 
As one high-level intelligence 
source told us: “Jim m y C arter s 
job will be to walk that thin line 
and to find the truth.”

Although most people shun 
the outdoors when cold weather 
arrives, that s the best time to 
add winter hardy trees and 
shrubs to the home landscape.

I exas weather allows trees 
and shrubs to set out good root 
systems in the colder months.” 
points out Dr William Welch 
This allows the plants set out 
in the fall and winter to better 
withstand sum m er drought 
than those set out 
in the 
spring.” 
The main concern when set­ 
ting out trees and shrubs in the 
winter is to keep them watered 
to avoid damage during freez­ 
ing weather This is especially 
true for evergreens which have 


a tendency to dry out or con­ 
tract leaf burn, warns Welch. 
The h o rtic u ltu ris t 
also 
suggests 
that 
newly planted 
trees and shrubs be staked 
firmly to prevent damage from 
high winds 
‘New plants should not be 
fertilized until after the first 
growing season A good mulch 
of hay. dried grass clippings or 
leaves will help protect the root 
s y s te m 
fro m 
e x tr e m e 
temperature changes and will 
help retain moisture.” explains 
the horticulturist.

Roman Catholics did not want 
to credit any Saturnalian spirit 
with the mid-winter dispensa­ 
tion of gifts, the Protestants did 
not want to credit any Roman 
Catholic saint with gift giving. 
Ihus. a more secular figure 
came on the scene known as 
Father Christm as or Papa 
Noel 
IN THE NEW WORLD, the 
Dutch Sinterklass gradually 


became anglicized into Santa 
Claus. He lost the title and 
robes of a bishop in the church 


and his visit on December 5 was 
changed to Christmas Eve. The 
red and white color of his 
bishop's 
vestim ents were 
retained, however, and incor­ 


porated into the costume of 
Father Christmas. 
The final stroke in transfor­ 
ming a lean, tall, straight 
Bishop of Myra into the rolly- 
polly elf who today goes sliding 
down chimneys all over the 
country was probably the poem, 
"An Account of a Visit from St. 
Nicholas. " popularly called 
The Night Before Christmas,” 
believed to be written by Dr. 
Clement Clarke Moore. 
Through all the changes from 
lean to round, bishop to elf.
